Advance of $972,000 
From Federal Agency 
Will Permit an Imme- 
diate Start on M-7. 


An initial advance of $972,000 
has been received by the St. 
Louis Housing Authority for the 
M-7 public housing project at 
Fourteenth street and Chouteau 
avenue, John J. O'Toole, execu- 
tive director of the authority, an- 
nounced today. 

Receipt of the advance from 
the Federal Housing and Home 
Finance Agency will permit an 
immediate start on the purchas- 
ing of property in the 10-block 
area and on relocation of present 
dwellers, demolition of exist 
structures and preparation of the 
site for construction, O Toole said. 

The initial advance is part of 
an immediate commitment of a 
$4,411,000 loan for acquisition of 
the site and its preparation for 
construction. The Federal Gov- 
ment has signed a contract with 
the housing authority earmarking 
a total of $16,884,000 for the 
project. 

O’Toole said about 40 per cent 

of the property in the site to be 
acquired already is under option 
to local authority. Condemnation 
proceedings will be instituted 
against property which cannot be 
obtained through direct negotia- 
tions. 
The project is directly east of 
the Clinton-Peabody housing units 
built by the authority before 
World War II. Preliminary plans 
call for a group of 12-story build- 
ings with elevators. There will 
be 1202 units, housing an esti- 
mated 4000 persons. 

The area is bounded by Four- 
teenth, Chouteau, Twelfth boule- 
vard and Park avenue. 


SENATE PASSES 
BILL TO ABOLISH 
SALES TAX TOKENS

The bracket system 
would continue up to a tax of 6 
cents on sales totaling $2.66 to 
$3.25. On sales over $3.25 the tax 
would be computed at a straight 
rate of 2 per cent, with fractions 
of one-half cent or more being 
computed as one cent.

“The Skoda mechanic started 
talking to Frankfurt's Rbhine- 
Main airport and asked assur- 
ances for asylum for his group 
before the plane would land. 
About a half-hour after starting 
this conversation, they were al- 
lowed to land on the military side 
of the field.” ‘ 

After the plane landed, two 
of the passengers decided to join 
the four 2nti-Communists who 
were asking political asylum. 
One of these is an English 
language teacher who had just 
lost his job. The other is an 
architect. These six said they 
wanted to stay in the West

LAS VEGAS, Nev., March 24 
(AP)—The Air Force sent picked 
crews in 12 giant B-36s over the 
atomic proving grounds near here 


as the second blast of the spring 
series was set off from a tower. 

All together, 53 aircraft were 
in the area. The Air Force identi- 
fied only the B-36s. The others 
presumably were craft normally 
attached to the operation—planes 
used to track the atomic cloud, 
measure radioactivity in the air 
and perform other similar tests. 

An Air Force spokesman said: 

“Our part of today’s operation 
was chiefly crew training. We 
want the lead crews of bombers 
which might some day be: in- 
volved in a real atomic operation 
to know first hand what a blast 
is like. We want to make sure 
that they don’t suffer from buck 
fever, or that they get so fasci- 
nated with the flash that they 
are blinded. We plan the same 
sort of training for crews of other 
planes at later dates.” 

The B-36s, all attached to the 
Strategic Air Command, came 
here from bases in all parts of 
the country. The Air Force did 
not say how close they were to 
the actual explosion, a brilliant 
flash which lit the Nevada 
desert. 


The Atomic Energy Commis 
sion, which directs the proving 
ground operations, said more 
planes were involved today than 
in any previous test. 

Today’s shot appeared much 
brighter here than the one that 
opened the 1953 spring series last 
Tuesday, and its coral-tinted 
cloud, which divided as it rose, 
seemed to ascend much faster. 

The AEC did not disclose the 
energy of today’s blast or de- 
scribe the type of device being 
tested. 

However, the sound of the ex- 
plosion, which takes about seven 
minutes to reach this resort town, 
was not so loud as last week’s.

Confusion resulting from the 
present voting procedure was con- 
sidered a major factor in the de- 
feat of the $1,500,000 plaza park 
bond issue proposal in the St. 
Louis City primary election March 
13. The proposal, which re- 
quired approval by two-thirds of 
those voting on the proposition, 
failed by a narrow margin. 

Primary Date Revision. 

The bill to change the primary 
election date to the second Tues- 
day in June also was proposed by 
the revision commission. The 
small turnout of primary voters 
under the present system is due 
largely to the fact that the August 
election falls in the vacation pe- 
riod. A more representative vote 
is expected if the primary is held 
early in June. It also will en- 
able candidates to avoid a cam- 
paign during the hot summer 
months. 

The voting machine bill ap- 
proved by the House committee 
is the same as the proposal rec- 
ommended by the revision com- 
mission, with one important 
amendment. The amendment pro- 
vides that if the governing body 
of the city or county fails to act 
on a plan for adoption of the 
mechanical voting devices, an ini- 
tiative proposal signed by 500

JEFFERSON CITY, March 24 
—A bill which would require ap- 
proval of the voters in any un- 
incorporated area of St. Louis 
county which an established mu- 
nicipality might wish to annex 
before the annexation might be 
completed was introduced in the 
House today. 

Under the present law. a cor- 


porate city in the county may 
extend its. boundaries to take in | 
unincorporated areas, if the pro- | 
posal is approved by a majority | 
of voters within the city. The 
proposed law would require ap- 
proval of the proposal by a ma- 
jority of voters in the affected 
area, also. 

The measure was signed by the 
nine members of the St. Louis 
county delegation in the House 
and has been indorsed by the 
County Council and St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce. 

Among other bills introduced 
were two sponsored by the Bi- 
State Development Agency. One 
of these would repeal a section of 


the terms of the compact between 
Missouri and Illinois and speci- 
fies in greater detail the types of 
projects in which the agency may 
engage.

—The Veterans Administration 
reported today that 350,000 dis- 
abled veterans—more than half 
the 600,000 who have trained 
under the vocational rehabilita- 
tion act—now are able to earn a 
living as trained workers. The VA 
pointed out that the act was 
signed on March 24, 1943, or 10 
years ago today. 

So far the law has cost the

gers was tentatively approved in 
the House yesterday. 

The measure was perfected 
after House members defeated a 
proposed amendment which would 
have permitted maintenance of 
Separate facilities for Negroes 
and whites at such restaurants. 
The vote on the amendment was 
60 to 57. As it stands, the bill 
would prohibit segrégation at 
such restaurants. 

Proponents of the amendment 
argued that it would be unfair 
to the restaurant operators to 
prohibit them from providing 
separate facilities. They con- 
tended that the restaurant’ busi- 
ness would be jeopardized unless 
the amendment were adopted. 

Debate on Amendment. 

“It is time to stop being hypo- 
crites, so far as democracy is 
concerned,” Representative Wal- 
ter V. Lay, Negro (Dem.), St. 
Louis, said. It's up to the mem- 
bers of this Le ture to see 
to it that we have a true 
democracy.” 

Representative Warren E. 
Hearnes Dem.), Charleston, spon- 
sor of the proposed amendment, 
said he could not see how mainte- 
nance of separate facilities for 
Negroes would be any more dis- 
criminatory against them than 
against the whites. 

The House also advanced a bill 
which would provide for licensing 
and stricter regulation of nursing, 
boarding and rest homes. It was 
tentatively approved after more 
than two hours of debate during 
which repeated unsuccessful at- 
tempts were made to lower the 
license fees and exempt homes 
in some of the counties. 

The measure provides an an- 
nual fee of $25 for each nursing 
home operated as a non-profit 
oraghization and those operated 
by religious denominations. Pri- 
vate nursing homes would have 
to pay a fee of $25 plus $2 for 
each bed in the institution. 

Regular inspections by the State 
Health Division of safety and san- 
itation conditions, dietary opera- 
tion and medical care given pa- 
tients would be required under 
the bill which it was estimated 
would affect nearly 400 homes in 
the state, many of which now go 
uninspected. 

Other Bills Perfected. 

Among other bills ordered per- 
fected in the House was one 
which would increase the max- 
imum weekly benefits which 
might be paid individuals under 
the workmen’s compensation law 
from $30 to $35. e minimum 
payment would be increased from 
$8 to $16 a week under the meas- 
ure. 
A companion bill would change 
the definition of a “major em- 
ployer” from one hiring 11 per- 
sons to one hiring six people. 
This measure also was tentatively 
approved. 

The clerk of the circuit court 
for criminal cases in St. Louis 
would be permitted to hire two 
additional clerk-stenographers un- 
der terms of another bill advanced 
in the house. 

Representative Orville L. Bur- 
nett (Rep.), Bourbon, made an 
unsuccessful last-ditch attempt to 
get the House to consider his pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
to strip the Missouri Conservation 
Commission of its powers. It was 
killed by a House committee last 
week by a vote of 4 to 3. 

Burnett moved that the resolu- 
tion be placed on the calendar 
despite the unfavorable committee 
action, asserting that “it is high

SEIZED AMERICANS

from Macao, local’ newspapers 
said today. 

The Americans were Richard 
Applegate, National Broadcasting 
Co. correspondent; Donald Dixon, 
International News Service cor- 
respondent; and Merchant Ma- 
rine Capt. Ben Krasner. 

Hong Kong newspapers, quot- 
ing reports from Macao, said the 
Americans were taken Sunday on 
agunboatto Tongchiawan (Cbung- 
shan), a town on the Pearl river 
estuary, ‘about 35 miles west 
northwest of Hong Kong. 

Then they were transferred to 
a bus and taken to Shekki, a coun- 
ty seat. 

Meanwhile, the United States 
State Department asked the Brit- 
ish Government to take all possi- 
ble appropriation action to win 
release of the three. 

A Communist gunboat seized 
Applegate's yacht, Kert, Saturday 
as it was voyaging from Hong 
Kong to Macao, 35 miles away. It 
was towed to Lap Sap Mei island, 
five miles southwest of Hong 
Kong.

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Browder Announces Opposition

Plan to Form a 


‘Democratic Left’ 


Ex-Leader of Reds in 


Domination, His Trip to Moscow, Eventu- 
al Break--He Would Now Combine Jeffer- 
sonian Concepts and Socialist Economy. 


U.S. Tells of Moscow

FTER eight years of self-imposed silence about Russia, Earl 
Browder, former No. 1 American Communist, announced today 
his active opposition to Soviet-style Communism and his inten- 
tion to organize a “Democratic Left” that will combine “Jeffersonian 
concepts of representative government and a socialist economy.” 


He also discussed his 15 years 
as chief of the United States 
Communists, his expulsion from 
the party in 1945 and, for the 
first time, shed light on his re- 
ception in Moscow in 1946 by 
Foreign Minister Molotov. 

Browder, with a background of 
15 years’ association with the 
Red world’s top leadership, pre- 
dicts that with the death of Stalin 
and the advent to power of Mal- 
enkov, Soviet relations with the 
West will worsen in the immedi- 
ate future. 

The 61-year-old, stoop-shoul- 
dered former Communist fears 
that the military, or so-called war 
party, is gaining prominence in 
the Soviet regime. 

Browder said that even after 
iis expulsion from the American 

ommunist party he had contin- 
ued to “hope against hope” that 
the Soviet Union would see the 
wisdom of coming to an interna- 
tional settlement with the United 
States and that Russia would 
cease trying to impose by force 
its own authoritarian theories and 
practices on Marxists in other 
countries. 


Questions and Answers. 


Browder’s answers are con- 
densed and therefore not in 
quotes. 
answers follow: 

Q. When did you first becomé 
disillusioned about the Soviets? 

A. I didn’t have many illusions 
to lose concerning Soviet inter- 
nal affairs. I certainly never 
thought that what went on in 
Russia could be applied here. We 
used to explain away the authori- 
tarian trend of the Communist 
party in terms of Russia’s own 
authoritarian past and in terms 
of the Hitler threat. 

After the victory over Fascism, 
there was no further excuse for 
the kind of hysterical authoritari- 

n approach to all problems that 
has become characteristic of So- 

let policy. 

During my fifteen years as 
head of the party, we had been 

tted to be independent and 
orthodox. I consistently argued 
at in advanced western coun- 
tries socialism was appealing only 
if i¢ was coupled with truly rep- 
sentative government. We re- 
ected the idea that socialism 
could be imposed by force on any 
country and so stated in leaflets 
and «booklets.

Q.—Why did Stalin and his 
men permit you to follow such an 
independent and unorthodox pol- 
icy? 

A.—Between 1930 and 1945 the 
Soviets were primarily preoccu- 
pied with Hitler and Europe. At 
that time the alternative of ex- 
panding the Communist world by 
force of arms was not open. To 
gain allies, they resorted to the 
“popular front.” 

Q.—Why did the Russians per- 
mit you to go to Moscow in 1946 
even though you were expelled 
by the American Communist 
party? 


A.—Even at that time, al- 


though the anti-western policies 
were hardening, Soviet leaders 
were still wavering. Eastern Eu- 
rope was still allowed to talk 
about finding the synthesis be- 
tween east and west. At least 
the Russian leaders were still in- 
terested in hearing me. 

I was rather surprised when 
Molotov called me in. I was in 
his office for two hours, but I 
did most of the talking. I argued 
vehemently against attempts to 
export police state methods and 
against the harsh and provocative 
anti-American note that was even 
then cropping up in the Soviet 
press. ;

The Trillion-Dollar Grab 
The offshore-cil giveaway which Eisenhower 
Administration. leaders are planning to push 
through Congress in the next few weeks is only 
an opening blow at the public domain. The second 
blow would throw open to exploitation the min- 
erals in all the public lands of the nation, The 
third blow would open to abuse and ruination the 
grazing lands of the West. By that time the 
heart would be torn out of the public domain 
which has been built up over a period of more 

than half a century. 
The giveaway of offshore oil would create a 
precedent for the giveaway of the mineral re- 


serves and the range. Senator Douglas of. mi. 


nois says it is an opening gun for a gold rush 
on the Federal Treasury,” which may involve, in 
offshore oil alone, “as much as the whole na- 
tional debt.” The Wyoming Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration wants to tie the minerals giveaway onto 
the offshore - oil giveaway. 

Senator Hunt of Wyoming has introduced a 
bill to surrender to the states the minerals un- 
derlying the public range. Senator Malone of 
Nevada has served notice that he intends to in- 
troduce legislation looking to eventual sale of 
the public range to private owners. Senator Wat- 
kins of Utah favors turning over to the states 
all public lands except the national forests. 

* * * 

The extent of this projected raid on the public 
domain is almost unbelievable. The offshore-il 
grab involves 16,000,000 acres of submerged 
lands, an estimated $40,000,000,000 worth of pe- 
troleum and $10,000,000,000 worth of natural 
gas, and eventually perhaps other minerals such 
as sulphur. Off the coast of Texas alone these 
resources are believed to be worth altogether 
some $80,000,000,000. 

These figures, staggering though they are, are 
dwarfed by comparison with those involved in 
the projected assault upon the minerals in pub- 


lic lands, and the grasses of the public range. 


Where the dollars had been in billions, now they 
exceed a trillion. 

Oscar Chapman, who was Secretary of Interior 
in the Truman Administration, has testified that 
the value of the public domain is estimated at 
more than a trillion dollars and that there is 
another half-trillion in Alaska. Public lands con- 
tain, he said, 324,000,000,000 tons of coal and 
large amounts of oil, oil shale, and natural gas. 

The area of the public range—including graz- 
ing lands in national forests, which are excluded 
from the Hunt bill but are eventual objectives 
of the big grab—is larger than the State of 
Texas. It is as large as Missouri, Illinois, Arkan- 
sas, Indiana, Ohio and Kentucky combined, 

What happened to this range when it was left 
open to unlimited private exploitation is the best 
available indication of what would happen to it 
if it were thrown open to exploitation again. 

* + . 

Up to 1934 stockmen grazed as many cattle 
and sheep on the range as they liked, though it 
was public land. Overgrazing had brought it to 
the verge of becoming a desert waste. The stock- 
men themselves were a moving force in the en- 
actment of the Taylor Act, which set up a Graz- 
ing Service to control grazing and restore the 
grasslands. As the range came back, so did the 
avarice for unlimited exploitation of it. 

Five years ago the Grazing Service was vir- 
tually wiped out and controls over grazing on 
the public range were correspondingly weak- 
ened, in an attack led by Senator McCarran of 
Nevada. Now the more reckless stockmen seem 
bent upon completing the ruin of the range 
from which the Government saved them. 

In offshore oil, in mineral reserves, in the 
public range, the custodians of the national trust 
at Washington need to refresh themselves with 
the philosophy of the late Gifferd Pinchot. They 
need to ponder the thought that came to that 
pioneer of conservation as he rode a horse in 
Rock Creek Park one winter's day 46 years ago: 

When the use of all tke natural resources for 
the general good is seen to be a common policy 
with a common purpose, the chance for the wise 
use of edch of them becomes infinitely greater 
than it had ever been before.”

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A Log of the Engagement 
What might be called the Navy’s “Operation 
Rickover” has resulted in victory for the atomic 
ships program, and for Congressman Sidney R. 


Yates of Illinois. Mr. Yates has given constitu- 


ents in his Ninth District his “log of the en- 
gagement.” | 

Actually the log should extend back to 1946, 
before Mr. Yates had been elected to Congress. 
In that year Capt. Hyman George Rickover of 
the United States Navy began a study of atomic 
power, and then collected a task force for de- 
veloping atomie-powered warships. 

The story of Capt. Rickover’s battle, often in- 
volving official apathy and top brass irritation, 
is-too long to retell here. In some ways it recalls 
Brig. Gen. “Billy” Mitchell’s struggle for air 
power. But the finis will be written soon when 
the atomic-powered submarine Nautilus slides 
down the ways at Groton, Conn. 

In laying the keel of that vessel, former Presi- 
dent Truman recognized that the Nautilus would 
mark a momentous day in atomic science. The 
Navy Department and Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion both cited Capt. Rickover. But 

In the very same period admirals of the Navy’s 
Selection Board twice passed over Rickover 
while promoting numerous other captains to the 
rank of rear admiral. Apparently the Navy, true 
to a pre-atomic tradition, felt that a scientific 
specialist who sometimes ignored channels to 
get the job done did not qualify for flag rank. 

But this was a different kind of naval battle, 
and more than promotion was at stake. For with- 
out promotion, Rickover would be forced to re- 
tire at the age of 53, his work incomplete. 

Then Congressman Yates began his log. In 
January he made the first of a series of House 
speeches. The Rickover matter had received lit- 
tle attention until then and had been subject to 
some censorship. Early this month, Mr. Yates 


went before the Senate Armed Forces Commit- 
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boards, The letter indicates that Capt. Rickover 
will be promoted. If so, Congressman Yates has 
won his engagement and can finish his log. 
But more important even than this record of 
public service is the indication that the program 
of developing atomic sea power will go forward 
under an exceptionally able commander.

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The Legislature’s Role in Rent 

The five-month rent control extension agreed 
on by President Eisenhower and congressional 
leaders points up the pressing need for effective 
standby legislation at Jefferson City. 

Assuming that the Eisenhower Administration 
can translate its decision into law, federal rent 
ceilings would be continued only through next 
Oct. 1. This is to give the states time to enact 
their own rent regulations. But under the con- 
stitutional amendment adopted last fall, the Mis- 
souri Legislature must finish its work by May 
30, so it would not be in session when the pro- 
posed federal extension ran out. 

A second important reason for prompt action 
at Jefferson City is that, if for any reason Con- 
gress fails to act, controls will expire auto- 
matically on April 30. This gives the Legisla- 
ture even less time to write a standby statute. 

The Judiciary Committee of the Missouri 
House has been considering the Beckerle bill to 
extend controls under state jurisdiction in areas 
that have been declared “critical” or “defense” 
areas. This would cover St. Louis, the most popu- 
lous district in the state still under ceilings. 

Outstate opposition makes it a question wheth- 
er the bill will be reported out of committee. 
But certainly the Legislature ought to permit 
the governing bodies of Missouri municipalities, 
on the finding of a substantial housing shortage, 
to-extend controls locally for a reasonable time. 
St. Louisans in the Legislature have a duty to 
their community to lead in such an effort.

Almost exactly two months from the time it 
broke, the scandal of C. Wesley Roberts, new 
G. O. P. National Chairman, is beginning to get 
the newspaper attention it deserves.

At least one thing is clear from the inves- 
tigation: Mr. Roberts’s to the Re- 
publican party is at am end. His offense 
against sound public policy makes him a mis- 
fit in an Administration pledged to clean up 
corruption and to establish standards 
of public service. The only reasonable course 
open to Mr. Roberts is resignation. 


For some odd reason word of the "Roberts 
scandal moved westward more readily than to 
the east. As early as March 4, The Salt Lake 
Tribune, for which Ernest Linford is editorial

The Eisenhower forces already have a 
fair claim to the title of the most-public- 
relations- conscious administration in his- 
tory.

Party Big Wheels Study Plan 


A strong hint of what may be coming is 
found in a fascinating brochure that’s been 
quietly distributed to the G.O.P.’s est 
wheels. It seeks to sell the Republicans 
on the idea of a permanent public rela- 
tions setup, run—probably—by the Repub- 
lican National Committee. Its job would 
be to measure public opinion and tell the

Their mission was to furnish campaign 
headquarters with a daily telegram telling 
how Ike was doing publicity-wise, and sug- 
gesting new campaign themes. One claim 
to fame was a prediction of the election 
outcome that erred by only 1 per cent. 

Now much the same group has reorgan- 

ized under the name of Research Associ-

The booklet declares “there must be no 
‘Iron Curtain’ around the President of the 
United States—no ‘palace guard’ which de- 
nies him access to the true public opinion 
picture for selfish reasons, as there has 
been during the Truman Administration.” 


And the research group promises more 
than just -political pulse-taking. It would 
also advise the President, and specific gov- 
ernment agencies, on how to influence 
people. 

“Scientific analysis of public opinion 
does more than tell the expert what is go- 
ing on and what to do about it,” says the 
brochure. “Effective analysis reveals how 
to influence the public mind, how to take a 
perfectly good idea that has somehow 
failed to go over and make it work.” 


Among the “associates” who would aim 
to exert such power over the public mind 
is Lewis Thompson, a former vice presi- 
dent of an affiliate of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey. Another is Robert Winston, for- 
merly a public relations official with Pan- 
American World Airways and a Navy pub- 
licist in World War II. 


Novel Method of Forecasting 


Other top men include Julius Fleisch- 
mann, a philanthropist and onetime direc- 
tor of the National Committee for Free 
Europe, and Dr. Paul Linebarger, a politi- 
cal scientist and psychological warfare spe- 
cialist, now a professor at Johns Hopkins 
University. 

It appears to be a theory of Research As- 
sociates that publicity not only affects pop- 
ular opinion but may simultaneously be 
used as a yardstick of opinion. Thus to 
forecast the election the group simply 
measured the column inches accorded the 
Republicans and the Democrats in a repre- 
sentative group of papers, and evolved a 
formula which gave Eisenhower 54 per 
cent of the national vote and Stevenson 
46 per cent.

It’s a pity Garside doesn’t have more to 
say, for what he says is aptly and striking- 
ly said. His every sentence rings true to 
his mood.

(AP) — Fred A. Canfil, United | 


States marshal for western Mis- 
souri nine years and a close 
friend of former President Tru- 
man, died last night of a heart 
ailment. He was 68 years old. 

Canfil ‘was appointed marshall 
in 1944 at the insistence of Tru- 
man, then a senator. His re- 
appointment was due in 1948, but 
Truman delayed submitting Can- 
fil’s name until 1949 because of 
an incident involving the mar- 
shal in Springfield, Mo., Nov. 28, 
1947. — 

On that day Canfil allegedly 
told a woman newspaper photog- 
rapher, “The Constitution be 
damned!” in refusing her request 
to take a picture of a federal 
prisoner at Springfield. Canfil 
denied making the remark. 

Senate confirmation of the re- 
appointment was held up pending 
an investigation. Then Truman 
withdrew the nomination July 11, 
1949, and Canfil remained in 
office without Senate confirma- 
tion because Truman did not dis- 
miss him. Canfil had expected to 
leave the post as soon as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower appointed a suc- 
cessor. 0 

Truman was accompanied many 
places by Canfil, notably at the 
Potsdam conference with the late 
Joseph Stalin and the United Na- 
tions conference in San Francisco 
in 1945. Canfil was a frequent 
White House visitor. 


He served in the Boer war with 
the British infantry and was in 
the United States cavalry during 
World War I. Later he was a 
Missouri National Guard offirer 
and served at Camp Robinson, 
Ark., during World War II with 
the rank of major. 

He started public life as a 
Jackson county investigator, and 
when Truman was a county 
judge, Canfil was superintendent 
of buildings. 

* When Truman’s Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee investi- 
gated waste and mismanagement 
in World War II, Canfil was a 
special investigator for that com- 
mittee.

FINE PERFORMANCE 


Distinguished Playing by 
French Brothers Pleases 
Ethical Society Audience.

The famous Pasquier Trio of 


ously in 1951, returned last night 
to bring the Ethical Society's 
chamber music series to a close. 
It was a distinguished perform- 
ance which elicited rapt attention 
and enthusiasitic response from a 
near-capacity audience at Sheldon 
Memorial. 

The Pasquier (pas-khay) Broth- 
ers are currently on their seventh 
tour of this country since 1938. 
They have been in existence as a 
string team since 1927. Jean is 
the violinist, Pierre the violist 
and Etienne the cellist. 


Last night's program opened 


‘| with Purcell’s “Trois Fantaisies,” 


followed by toccatas three 
Italian composers of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, 
Stradella, Durante and Scarlatti. 
Each of these evidenced the trio’s 
technical precision, its ability to 
play together in tune and with 
thoroughly blended sound and 
meter, and to make music soar in 
both line and volume. The quick- 
tempoed Stradella toccata was 
particularly interesting. 


was Albert Roussel’s Trio,“ the. 
French composer's last work be- 
fore his death in 1937 and one 
dedicated to the Pasquiers. The 
music reflects a compromise in 
Roussel’s neo-classic writing and 
his earlier passions for French 
impressionism and complex 
rhythyms of Oriental influence. 
Its opening and closing allegros 
are brittle and the Pasquiers suc- 
ceeded in shooting off all of the 
sparks contained in them. The 
middle movement, an adagio with 
a long melodic line, never quite 
succeeds in carrying its testimo- 
nial message. One had the feel- 
ing that the music was perhaps 
more interesting to play than to 
listen to. 


The closing number was Beeth- 
oven’s “Trio Serenade.” Here the 
trio carried the listener into re- 
gions of great oral experience. 
The work has contrasting mo- 
ments of high spirits, even 
chuckling humor in the endings 
of two of its movements, and sol- 
emnity and profundity. The per- 
formers reached a high degree of 
simultaneous articulation and 
their tones were full of color. 
The viola and cello solos, the lat- 
ter in high register, were memo- 
rable moments in the andante. 


The gorgeous tone of the 1775 
Mantegatia viola was in evidence 
throughout the program. The

Pride and Prejudice 


What is the Franco-German 
question which we in America to- 
day must now be so much con- 
cerned with? A practical way of 
approaching it is to ask ourselves 
why, since all are agreed that 
our objective is to bring France 
and Germany together, the heads 
of the two Governments are not 
both coming together to Wash- 
ington. 

If, as so many in this country 
seem to suppose, the Franco-Ger- 
man question is a matter of mem- 
ories, feelings, nerves, pride and 
prejudice, then the obvious way 
to help to settle the question 
would be for Eisenhower and 
Churchill to meet with Mayer and 
Adenauer and to talk it out and 
to reassure one another. 


The day may come when such 
a meeting might be worth con- 
sidering. No one is thinking of 
it today, and everyone is taking 
it for granted that though the 
object is to bring France and 
Germany together in a European 
system, there is hard business to 
be done which has to be done 
separately. 


How to Be Partners? 


Why separately? Because France 
is a world power, called upon to 
play a leading role in Asia, in 
Africa, in the Mediterranean and 
in Europe. Germany, on the other 
hand, is a disarmed, partitioned 
and occupied nation without in- 
terests, rights or responsibilities 
outside of continental Europe. 

The Franco-German question 
today is how France and Germany 
are to become partners in the 
common defense and progress of 
Europe when their fundamental 
positions in the world are so very 
different. The question is not in- 
soluble. But only those who do 
not understand the question are 
able to act as if it did not exist. 
It is by no means a simple op- 
eration. 

It is, on the contrary, as diffi- 
cult a one as statesmen have ever 
attempted, to bring together, “to 
integrate” two states—the one

Regardless of the formal proc- 
ess of the ratification of the Eura 
pean pacts, there can be no gen- 
uine progress towards greater 
unity in Western Europe unless 
the underlying problem of the 
over-extension of France is re- 
solved. 0 

France will not be willing to 
play the part which she is called 
upon to play in Europe unless and 
until she feels able to play it. It 
might be possible to cajole or in- 
duce French politicians to pretend 
that they were going to play that 
role, even though they knew they 
could not. 

But if what we want is real 
French participation, and not 
mere verbal ratification, we shall 
have, along with the British and 
the Germans, to find the auswer 
to the military and financial over- 
extension of France. 

If we cannot find the answer 
quickly, as probably we cannot, 
there should be no doubt left 
when the French visitors depart

stand against Russia,” Dare, a for- 
mer Communist, testified.

The disorder broke out yester- 
day when Representative Jackson 
(Rep.), California, 
resolution previously adopted by 
the Los Angeles Bar Association, 
admonishing bar members to 
maintain good manners during 
court appearances.

“Mary Bradbury was convicted 
of consorting with the devil, de- 
spite 117 neighbors who testified 
she was a good and pious wo- 
man.” 

“There were no witches in 
Salem, but there are lots of 
Communists in Los Angeles, so 
there is no comparison,” Jackson 
commented.

The letter charged that “a 
grave injustice” had been done to 
Baltimore by “a handfyl of men, 
the owners of the American 
League baseball teams, in refus- 
ing to transfer the Browns’ fran- 
chise to Baltimore after it had 
been literally promised by the 
same men.” 

Representative Friedel was in 
Baltimore today and was not 
available to explain in what man- 
ner Brownell’s office had prom- 
ised theginvestigation. 

Friedel said in his letter to 
Brownell that there was no 
question in my mind that these 
men (the American League Club 
owners) violated the anti-trust 
laws.” 

“The underlying principles of 
these laws are that free competi- 
tion is a guarantee of progress 
and prosperity,” Friedel's letter 
continued, “but such free compe- 
tition is non-existent when a 
handful of men, bound by their 
own set of rules, can give and 
take as has been done in this in- 
stance,”

Friedel urged Brownell te 


“take action to determine offici- | 


ally whether or not an illegal 
monopoly exists in the big busi- 
ness of baseball.” 

He said that a city the size of 

Baltimore “deserves the best tal- 
ent and is financially able to sup- 
port a major league ball club 
and that city officials there had 
“worked diligently to receive the 
St. Louis club.” 
, “Close to a million citizens of 
Baltimore resent wholeheartedly 
the whimsical, monopolistic ac- 
tion of these club owners in 
denying them a major league

Baseball, the Maryland Repre- 
sentative told Brownell, is tradi- 
tionally the American pastime 
and that its objective is fairness 
and clean competition.

Fix It Yourself

Floor Maintenance. 


OST people are pretty well 
M. reed that the best way to 

preserve a floor and its finish 
is to give it a coat of wax. The 
idea here is that the wax takes 
up the wear and protects the 
floor from the abrasive action of 
dust and dirt. In time, however, 
the wax becomes so dirty that it 
must be removed and a fresh coat 
applied. Our topic for today is 
how to remove the wax. 

If the wax is one of the solvent 
types, the job must be done with 
something that will soften up the 
wax. What you use here is good 
old turpentine and some fine steel 
wool, The turp and steel wool

will take up the wax and after the 
floor has been gone over with a 
soft cloth it’s ready for a new 
coat of wax. 

Many waxes used today are the 
water-emulsion types. These, by 
the way, are the type you should 
use on asphalt tile floors. As they 
do not contain any solvents and 
as water is used as the vehicle, 
water will take them up. Use a 
warm solution of soap and water 
and a soft cloth or brush. Don't 
use too much water and when the 
wax is out of the way, rinse and 
wipe dry. That's about all there 
is to it except to replace the wax 
and wait for the next round.

Another trick police use, to 
wring confessions from suspects, 
was to put a pair of special boots 
on the prisoner. The boots were 
electically wired and would shock 
him until be became so weak he 
was unable to resist the question- 


ing. 

In their efforts o extort con- 
fessions, the police sometimes tied 
a prisoner’s leg back at the knee, 
hung him swinging upside down 
by that leg from the ceiling and 
struck him so that he twisted al- 
ternately in opposite directions. 


My trial lasted two days. I 
came up before the president of 
the court, another judge, two 
representatives of the “people” 
(who were considered judges also), 
a military expert, a mber of 
the OBZ (security ne service) 
and three lawyers. 

One of the lawyers was “mine” 
but, of course, he also was for 
the “state.” The only thing he 
did for me was to ask for clem- 
ency in my case because of my 
youth—I was 22 then. 

After the trial was over and I 
had been convicted and sentenced, 
all I felt was a great relief—at 
least I was not to be executed. 

Six other prisoners and myself 
were placed in fine new cars— 
they are called Skoda-Diesels— 
and taken half-way across Czecho- 
slovakia to the distribution prison 
camb of Ostrov (Vikmanov)}. 

The Communists thought they 
could fool the people by trans- 
porting us in cars instead of 
trucks, for we had to go through 


many cities and they didn’t want 


the people to know we were being 
sent to the mines. There was a 
Czech law that prohibited politi- 
cal prisoners from being sent to 
work camps, but the Reds just 
at that. 
e 


ARRIVED at the central dis- 

tribution camp on Sept. 3, 1949, 

and stayed there for two days 
before being sent to the uranium 
mine. While at the distribution 
camp. I was issued my prisoner 
garb. The pants were dark brown 
and made of a material like bur- 
lap. They had a wide red stripe 
running down the outside so that 
we could be identified as pris- 
oners. The shirt was of coarse 


cotton, and the burlap-like coat 


came barely to the waist. 


Some of the coats had a large 
red crass on the back. Others had 


a bull’s-eye in the center of the. 


back. , „ 

The shoes were coarse army- 
type boots. We were not given 
socks. They gave us white under- 
wear and puttees, and a small hat. 

I wore these same clothes from 
the time I was imprisoned, in 
1949, until I escaped in Septem- 
ber, 1951. 

When we arrived at the central 
distribution camp, I knew then 
that I was going to a uranium 
mine, but I was not too 
couraged. I Kept thinking that it 
would not last long and that we 
would be liberated by new elec- 
tions in the country, under the 
auspices of the United Nations. 

1 did not think this Was so 
fantastic in 1949, as at least 90 
per cent of the Czech people 
thought the Communist putsch of 
Feb. 28, 1949, when the Reds got 
control, was a crime. 

Anti-Communists were strong 
in Czechoslovakia, until the Com- 
munist action committees were 
established. It was their task to 
expel or arrest anti-Comumnists, 
and they were very successful. 
After that, people were afraid t- 
speak out against the new gov- 
ernment. | 

I will always remember the 
day I arrived at the uranium 
mine prison camp. About 60 of 
us had been herded like cattle 


into trucks for the two-hour ride

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to the mine from the distribution 
camp, and the first thing we saw 
on arrival was the prisoner who 


hands and pallid, almost 
greenish complexion; men who 
saw relatives and friends only at 
lengthy intervals, and then not 
within the mining stockade, but 
under supervision at a near-by 
village. 
I was in a country of heavy 
rolling forests, where the iron 
is a series of watchtow- 
ers and low wooden huts with 
slits for the machine guns, and 
where, in the uranium mines, 
work never stops. 
x X 


HE y thing that sustained 

us prisoners, as we worked day 

in, day out in the cold damp- 
ness of the mine, was the hope of 
liberation or escape. Some of the 
prisoners had civilian contacts, 
and we would get news they had 
heard on Radio Free Europe or 
the Voice of America. 

When you greeted qa prisoner 
you could trust, it was always 
the same: “When will it end?” 
We never let one another know 
that we doubted it would be soon. 

When we afrived at the prison 
mine, the first thing the author- 
ities did was to order us to 
line up. They took everything 
away from us except our uni- 
forms. We had been allowed to 
keep some personal effects at 
the distribution center, but now 
they took everything. We found 
that we would be shaved once 
a week by the camp barber, who 
was also a prisoner. Prisoners 
weren’t allowed razors because 
they could be used as weapons. 

We were assigned an unin- 
sulated wooden barrack. The 
barracks were well-lighted by 
electricity, but each had a coal 
ration of only 33 pounds for 
every 24 hours, which meant we 
could not start heating until 11 
a.m. if we wanted our supply to 
last until evening. 

There were three work shifts 
a day. I began on the early one, 
which was from 6 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
Actually, it was much longer 
than this, as we had to wait 
over an hour in formation while 
they checked the roll. 

The day began at 4:30 in the 
morning. The guard would wake 
us; then we had half an hour in 
which to dress, wash and eat 
breakfast. The washing wasn't 
much of a problem, for during 
the winter the pipes froze and we 
couldn’t get any water. 

There were showers, and when 
the pipes weren't frozen we could 
take showers after we had fin- 
ished our work in the mine. They 
gave us a small ration of soap, 
but it wasn’t enough for anyone 


-who had clean habits. Our un- 


derwear was sent to the wash only 
once every 14 days, so I tried to 
save enough soap to wash mine in 
between times. : 

Breakfast consisted of ersatz 
coffee and nothing else, unless 
one had saved a little of the daily 
bread ration—a slice about two 
and a half inches thick—to go 
with it. 

After “breakfast” we lined up 
while the guards checked us off. 
It was bitterly cold in winter in 
the early morning, and we had to 
stand there in the rain or snow 
until the prisoner group in the 
mine came out so we could re- 
lieve them. It was usuelly over 
an hour that we stood there,. but 
we had to turn out our quota of 
work in the mine no matter what 
time we ente the shaft. 

If we didn’t fill the quota, they 
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would make us work another 


the mine, we had to give up a 
little numbered tag and then pick 
it up when we came In that 
way, they could tell if all the 
prisoners were on the job,, and 
also if there had been any 
escapes. 


There were about 200 miner? 


in each shift, and once we en- 
tered the shaft, we split up into 
two-man work crews. It was very 
damp in the mines, and we wore 
rubber pants, coats and boots, 
From 1949 until I escaped in 1951, 
the quota of work was doubled. 
At the end, my two-man team 
had to tunnel a shaft six-by-six 
feet a foot and a half farther into 
the rock each day. This meant 
we would fill about 20 little mine 
cars a day with ore to be pro- 
cessed and shipped to Russia. 


One of the worst things was 
not knowing whom you could 
trust. The were always 
trying to turn you into an in- 
former, and they would mix crim- 
inal prisoners with the political 
prisoners and reduce sentences 
for informing. 

At 2 o'clock, if we had fin- 
ished our quota, we could climb 
a ladder 330 feet back to the sur- 


face. 

Lunch consisted of potatoes or 
dumplings, a little meat four 
times a week, and the usual er- 
satz coffee. We usually had 
enough to fill our stomachs, but 
it was the kind of food that al- 
ways left you feeling hungry. 

Sometimes the meat was too 
bad to eat. Those of us who 
were working in the mines got a 
bonus every 15 days—a piece of 
salami. We got nine ounces of 
margarine every 30 days, but we 
asked to substitute that for des- 
sert on Sundays. 

If anyone was late to forma- 
tion, one of the guards would 
walk over and strike the prisoner 
on the face with his open hand. 
This happened to someone every 
day. If a. prisoner were guilty of 
a more serious violation of the 
rules, he was taken to the guards’ 
office and beaten and kicked. 

Three weeks before our escape, 
the foreman, who was one of us, 
was called to the guard house 
and interrogated daily for 10 
days because they had heard 
rumors that we planned to es- 
eape. Of course, he was beaten. 


But he did not disclose our plans.. 


Occasionally the guards shot a 
prisoner. Five men died that way 
in my camp during the time I 
was there. They, always said the 
man Was trying to escape. 

At supper, we were given more 
potatoes and a small piece of 
salami. There were always many 
prisoners sick from working in 
the damp mines. The hospital had 
28 beds, and to be admitted one 
had to have a fever of 102 or 
higher. The camp doctor was not 
permitted to administer pencillin 
without the permission of the 
camp supervisor. There were 
usually more than 40 prisoners in 
the hospital. They pushed all 
the cots together so that more 
patients could be —

E had modern mining equip- 

ment, but it was difficult to 

finish the daily quota. When 
we were not working in the mines, 
we often had to do odd jobs 
around the camp and the only 
recreation we had was an occa- 
sional game of cards or chess. At 
first we tried to play football, but 
as soon as one guard would give 
us the ball, another would come 
and say, “All right, you've played 
long enough.” We built a boxing 
arena, but after two weeks they 
forbade us to use it. 

We asked, and got permission, 
to build a little theater, where 
we intended to put on our own 
shows, but as soon as we finished 
it, the Communist camp officials 
took it over for propaganda pur- 
poses—and we were forced by the 
guards to go and listen to the 
Communist speeches. .

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We saw at once what would hap- 
pen—the more we cleared the 
shaft, the more the pile of rock 
and earth covering the mouth 
would be jarred.

We talked it over. Finally, one 
of us went over to one of the most 
vigilant guards in the camp. 

“Look at that pile,” he said. “It 
covers the mouth of an old shaft, 
and it’s outside the stockade. Who 
knows, somebody might try to es- 
cape through it.” 

The guard thought about that. 

“Here’s what should be done,” 
our man went on, “The pile ought 
to be moved away. Then you ought 
to close the mouth of the shaft 
with a heavy slab of concrete, and 
then replace the pile.” 

“You're right,“ the guard 
agreed, and he relayed the tip to 
a superior, who praised him for 
his vigilance. In due time, the 
shaft was sealed with a concrete 
slab three-and-a-half inches thick.
